Why  Not  Grow  Melons? 

Trial  plots  of  the  department  of 
vegetable  gardening  at  M.A.C.  during 
the  past  four  years  have  shown  quite 
conclusively  that  muskmelons  can  be 
well  grown  in  this  section  of  the  state. 

Various  cultural  methods  have  been 
followed  in  the  tests  and  approxi¬ 
mately  70  varieties  and  strains  com¬ 
paratively  studied.

Annuals  are  those  which  go  through  all  stages  of  their  growth  in  the  open 
ground,  from  germination  to  the  final  seed  ripening.  They  form  a  very  useful 
class,  and  are  valuable  for  garden  decoration,  filling  gaps  in  the  perennial  border, 
and  for  cutting. 

The  greatest  cause  of  failure  in  the  growing  of  annuals  is  due  to  their  not 
being  sufficiently  thinned.  Dwarf  sorts  should  be  thinned  to  about  4  inches  apart, 
intermediate  sorts  to  about  6  inches,  and  taller  varieties  from  10  to  15  inches. 

Half-hardy  Annuals  should  be  sown  under  glass  in  March  and  transplanted  at 
an  early  stage  to  prevent  their  becoming  “leggy”,  usually  being  hardened  off  before 
putting  in  the  open  ground.
